He attended 
elementary school from 1909 until 1921 in LIJiGNITZ, DORTMUND 
and MAINZ. He studied law from 1921 until 1925 at the Univer- 
sity of FRANKFURT, FREIBURG and GIESSEN, and served as Refer- 
endar in Hessian courts and law firms from 1925 until 1928.. He 
obtained bis law degree at the University of HEIDELBERG in 1928..

He should be 
returned to Danish authorities for further' action. No FIR will 
be published.
